Priest's Letter, 
Telling Of His Death 
Published By Paper 


London —(NC)— The Universe, 
British Catholic newspaper had 
published on its front page the 
photograph of a letter from a well- 
known British priest, announcing 
his own death. 

The letter, bearing a Rome ad- 
dress, said: ‘Father Benedict Wil- 
liamson died today at this address. 
You might notify the Universe, 
thus all my friends will know of 
my going to God.” 

The letter was received by 
Nurse: F. Everast, one of Father 
Williamson’s many converts, and 
a friend for 35 years. The priest 
had written it in Rome after 
having suffered a slight stroke. 
He actually died while writing a 
second letter to the nurse. Father 
Williamson was 81.

Gary — The corner stone of St. 
Mary of the Lake Parish School 
will be placed here, Sunday after- 
noon, November 28, at 3:00 o’clock, 
it was announced by the Rev. H. 
James Conway, pastor. 

Celebrant for the occasion will 
be the Very Rev. Msgr. J. A. Sul- 
livan, Dean, who will be assisted 
by the Rev. Leo Hildebrandt and 
Edward Sweigart. The 
sermon will be delivered by the 
Rev. F. X. Guerre who started St. 
Mary of the Lake Parish in 1929. 
When completed, the modern one- 
story structure will house six class- 
rooms, an office and a library and 
will cost approximately $132,000.00. 
The construction is so planned that 
an additional four rooms may be 
added in the future when neces- 
sary. 

Ground for the new school was 
broken on September 5, of this 
year and the building will be ready 
for the opening of the school year 
in September of 1949. The Sis- 
ters of the Holy Cross will form 
the faculty. 

St. Mary of the Lake Parish 
was founded in 1929 by Father 
Guerre and was dedicated in May 
of 1931. The rectory was com- 
pleted in 1938. Father Conway, 
present pastor, took office in June 
of 1942. 

The erection of a seven-room 
Sisters’ house will soon be started 
and its occupancy is slated before 
the opening of the school term in 
1949

portrayal oj{ illicit love, blasphe- 
mous, profane and obscene speech, 
indecent and suggestive illustra- 
tions, and vulgar and lewd adver- 
tising. 

In -Washington, the National 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
which last month sponsored a 
meeting of entertainment for in- 
dustrial officials and clubwomen to 
study the question of standards 
for periodicals, radio shows, mov- 
ies, etc., has announced a meeting 
in mid-December to plan a con- 
tinuing national council which will 
set up and support a code of 
ethics.

Bishops Say That's 
Only Way We Can 
Defeat Secularism 


Statement On- ‘The 
Christian In Action’ 
Outlines Program 


Washington — (NC) — Secular- 
ism “has banned religion from tax- 
supported education and is now 
bent on destroying all cooperation 
between governmerit and organ- 
ized religion in the training of our 
future citizens,” it is declared in 
a statement issued through the 
Administrative Board of the Naw 
ional Catholic Welfare Conference. 


Made public following the an- 
nual General Meeting attended by 
more than a hundred members of 
the American Hierarchy at the 
Catholic University cf America in 
this city, the statement—entitled 
“The Christian in Action’—calls 
for constructive effort to counter-

act the “corrosive influence” of 
secularism, an evil a.,.inst which 
the Bishops warned a year ago. 
It is signed in the name of all the 
Bishops of the United States by 
the four American Cardinals and 
the members of the N.C.W.C. Ad- 
ministrative Board. 


“We stand ready,” the Bishops 
declare, “to cooperate in fairness 
and charity with all who believe 
in God and are devoted to freedom 
under God to avert the impending 
danger of a judicial ‘establishment 
of secularism’ that would ban God 
from public life. For secularism 
is threatening the religious foun- 
dations of our national life and 
preparing the way for the advent 
of the omnipotent state.” 

The statement says constructive 
effort is needed to counteract sec- 
ularism “in every phase of life 
where individual attitudes are a 
determining factor—in the home, 
in the school, at work and in civil 
polity.” 

In urging that “Christian prin- 
ciples should be put into action 
in economic life,” the Bishops out- 
line a Catholic program for the 
organic development of economic 
life. They advocate “freely or- 
ganized cooperation between ac- 
credited representatives of capital 
and labor in each industry and in 
the economy as a whole under the 
supervision but not control of gov- 
ernment.” 


Secularism, the Bishops charge, 
“has cleverly exploited, to the de- 
triment of religion snd good cit- 
izenship, the delicate problem of 
cooperation between Church and 
State in a country of divided re- 
ligious allegiance. 

“That concrete problem,” the 
statement adds, “delicate as it is, 
can, without sacrifice of principle, 
be solved in a way when 
good will and a spirit of fairness 
prevail.”

The New World, Chicago arch- 
diocesan weekly, touched on 
another facet of the lewdness-in- 
print problem as it appealed to 
publishers of daily newspapers to 
use restraint in their treatment of 
murders, divorces and sex cases.

—“interpretations in which imagi- 
nation played a considerable part” 
—the Archbishop issued a state- 
ment saying in part: “I proudly re- 
call that the Bishops of Eger have 
always been exemplary in their 
loyalty to the Church and the 
Pope. As their successor, I have 
done, I do, and will always do the 
same in general, as well as in my 
country ...I wish to remain loyal 
to Christ’s successor on earth and 
desire to cooperate—united and in 
love—with the Board of Hungar- 
ian Bishops for Christ and for the 
salvation of souls.”

Cardinal Of Hungary 


ARDINAL MINDSZENTY, 

‘ Primate of Hungary, is now 
under attack in much the same 
manner as the Archbishop Stepi- 
nac, of Yugoslavia, was. Nine- 
tenths of Hungary's pulation, 
Catholic and non-Catholic, regard 
the Cardinal as their leading citi- 
gen and patriot, but they can do 
nothing against the Communist 
government with its strong armed 
police force. 


The Cardinal is charged with 
disloyalty because he protested 
against the closing of all Catholic 
schools in Hungary and the prac- 
tical confiscation of the school 
property. He and other Bishops 
and the priests of Hungary are 
unable to defend themselves he- 
cause the editors of secular papers 
are afraid to publish a defense and 
the Catholic papers in the nation 
have been suppressed. 


The Cardinal is attacked not 
only on the score of disloyalty to 
an unjust government, but is ac- 
cused—mark it—of being an 
“agent of western imperialism.” 


The Budapest Communist daily 
makes that charge and continues: 
“There will be no peace in Hun- 
gary as long as he is permitted to 
continue his political activity and! 
his sabotage.” That is the Com-' 
munist way of referring to one’s 
lack of compliance with orders’ 


from the Soviet. | 
The Cardinal, besides denouncing | 


the confiscation of schools erected 
by the Catholic people through 
many generations, pointed out that 
in the schools as now conducted | 
under Communist rule “a certain, 
social and political ideology is: 
being imposed upon the schools.”

The Church 
And Mussolini 
HOSE who have falsely charg- 


ed the Pope with backing Mus- 
solini will probably be surprised 


to learn that Mussolini’s testament. 


is now being run in a newspaper in 
Italy, and that the Italian dictator 


criticized the Church for its op- 
position to Fascism. 


In his Testament Mussolini 
claimed that the Church would 
have had a sincere defender in Fas- 
cism and that if Fascism broke 
down she would surely encounter 
worse enemies. In this prediction 
the dictator was probably correct, 
because the Church has had a 
great deal of difficulty with Com- 
munism in Italy since the end of 
the war. 


But the point we wish to make 
is that Mussolini refutes the charge 
that the Church in any way co- 
operated with Fascism. In fact he 
writes: “The Church, however, 
gave the extraordinary spectacle 
of allying itself with most violent 
enemies”—the enemies of Fascism. 


Human Rights 


HE United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights, meeting in 
Paris, is having a great deal of 
difficulty in expressing its mind on 
the “source” of human rights. Up 
to the present time eight amend- 
ments have been prepared. 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt is, by the 
way, head of this Commission. 


Some of the members of the 
United Nations Commission object 
to the statement that “man de- 
rives his rights by birth as en- 
dowed by nature with reason and 
conscience.” They want that state- 
ment eliminated. They object to 
the idea that all men are “created 
equal,” and, therefore, have equal 
rights “by nature.” 


Without mentioning the source 
some of the Commission want the 
statement to read: “All human 
beings are free and equal in dig- 
nity and rights.” 


Of course the Declaration of In- 
dependence of the United States 
expresses the source of man’s 
rights very clearly when it attri- 
butes them to “his Creator” and, 
therefore, calls the rights “inalien- 
able.” But the members from the 
Soviet and some of the satellite 
states do not like that, because it 
is an approbation of the existence 
of God. 


Mrs. Roosevelt argues that some 
members of the UN Commission 
wish to leave “to each person to 
declare whether he is endowed {i- 
vinely, or by nature, or in any 
other way he wishes to phrase it.” 


Evidently there is some real 
source of human rights, but reli- 
gious prejudice is willing to have 
the wrong source declared rather 
than the right if it implies depen- 
dence on God. 

This suggests the reasons for 
the difficulties in Italy. Luigi Lon- 
go, the strong man in the Com- 
munist Party today, recently de- 
clared: “There is only one conflict 
in Italy, and that is the conflict 
between Communism and Chris- 
tianity.” The conflict between be- 
lievers in God and atheists, between 
the religious and the irreligious, 
between those who believe in or- 
derly government founded on hu- 
man rights and those who believe 
= suppression of the proletar- 
iat. 

_ You probably read only a short 
time ago about the two airmen 
who flew from Russia to American 
controlled territory in Austria. Al- 
though they held high office in the 
army they were sick of the dicta- 
torial regime, of which, they de- 
clared, seventy per cent of all the 


Russian people are also tired. This 
vast majority of Russians would 
rebel today if they could only have 
‘leadership, but leadership cannot 
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be had under a dictatorial govern- 

ment, because the leaders would be 

= and executed in short or- 
er. 


Palmiro Togliatti, the leader of 
the Italian Communists who was 
shot a few months ago, believes 
as does Luigi Longo, but in order 
to entice Catholics Into his Party, 
he represents that one could be 
both a Communist and a Chrisian.

more to God. St. Paul’s words 
should ever be the youth’s guide: 
“If you live according to the 
flesh you shall die. But if by the 
spirit you mortify the deeds of 
the flesh, you shall live’ (Rom. 
VIII, 13). 


Of course, among Catholics 
there cannot be two opinions 
either about reckless courtship 
or about the permanency of the 
marriage bond. Holy Scripture 
makes it very.clear that mar- 
riage is something very sacred 
and holy, and that it must be 
prepared for by honorable living 
if one would have the blessing 
of God upon it. In fact an in- 
spired writer goes so far as to 
say that those who prepare for 
marriage, while shutting God out 
of their lives, are actually under 
the influence of the devil. (Tob. 
VI, 17). 


St. Paul in several passages, 
but notably in his Epistles to the 
Ephesians and to the Galatians, 
states very clearly that unchaste 
conduct excludes from Heaven. 


But fornication, and all un- 
cleanness, or ecovetousness, 
let it not so much as be named 
among you, as  becometh 
Saints. ... 


For know you this and un- 
derstand that no fornicator, 
or unclean person hath inheri- 


tance in the kingdom of Christ 
and of God, (Eph. V, 8-5) 

For the flesh lusteth against 
the spirit; and the spirit 
against the flesh; for these are 
contrary one to another: so 
that you do not the things that 
you would. ... 


Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are forni- 
cation, uncleanness, immod- 
esty, luxury. ... 


Envies, murders, drunken- 
ness, revellings, and such like. 
Of the which I foretell you, as 
I have foretold to you, that 
they who do such things 
shall not obtain the kingdom 
of God. ... (Gal. V, 17-21). 


St. Paul notes what should be 
the way of living of the Chris- 
tian when he says: 

And they that are Christ’s, 
have crucified their flesh, with 
the vices and concupiscences. 

If we live in the Spirit, let 
us also walk in the Spirit 
(Gal. V, 24-25).

Managers 


The recent release of Steve O’Neill as manager of the Detroit 
Tigers saddened baseball fans throughout the country ag the likeable 
Steve has friends by the legion everywhere. But Steve’s past achieve- 
ments—he won the pennant and world’s championship in 1945—were 
forgotten when his team fell apart on him during the past season and 
wound up in fifth place. Steve is the easy-going type of manager, and 
apparently the Tiger front office blamed him for the Tigers’ failure to 
finish higher in the race. The loss of George Kell, captain and third 
baseman, because of a broken jaw received when he played in too close 
for Joe DiMaggio in a game in Yankee stadium last summer, was one 
of the tough breaks O’Neill received, while the failure of some of his 
star pitchers to come through as expected was another. It was ap- 
parent throughout the season, as the Tigers proceeded to get no place 
fast, that some new material was needed hd that some of those now 
on the roster should be sent elsewhere for the good of the team. It 
is quite likely that the Tigers will figure prominently in player deals 
and sales at next month’s major league meetings. 

The Chicago White Sox are another team which is in desper- 
ate need of help. The Sox also fired their manager, the veteran 
Ted Lyons, and hired Jack Onslow in his place. They also fired 
their business manager, Les O’Connor, and hired Frank Lane, 
president of the American Association. in his place. Whether 
changes like that will help get the team out of last place is some- 
thing time alone will tell. The best business manager in the busi- 
ness and the best field manager in the business can’t do much in 
the major leagues with a galaxy of minor league players and, since 
the White Sox management in late years has shown a marked 
reluctance to spend genuine money. for genuine talent, the front 
office changes may not alter the team’s last place situation to any 
great extent. 

Frank Lane, who has taken Les O’Connor’s place in the White Sox 
organization, formerly was one of the best known college football and 
basketball officials in the country. 


Lane Story 

If for no other reason, some of you might remember him as a 
football referee because of the fact that, no matter how cold and raw 
the day, he always appeared on the field with his shirt sleeves rolled 
up as far as they’d go, as Lane disdained protection of any kind from 
the elements. A powerful fellow with arms and shoulders like a 
wrestler’s, he was one referee who always kept the game under con- 
trol. He could spot “dirty” playing a mile away, and called fouls with 
such persistence that the eventual result was the players knew they 
couldn’t get away with anything while he was on the job. It naturally 
followed, therefore, that few of the players tried any of their tricks 
with Lane on the field and the games in which he officiated usually were 


A football story that has gone the rounds for years originated 
with Lane, who refereed the 1935 Notre Dame-Pittsburgh football 
game which Notre Dame won, 9-6, on a field goal late in the game 
by Marty Peters, who had never before attempted a field goal in 
a college game. 

“When Peters’ kick started out,” Lane says, “it seemed to be 
edging to the right of the goal posts and I thought it was going 
to be wide. But when it got nearer its target, a wave of ‘Hail 
Marys’ hit it and it sailed between the uprights to give Notre 
Dame three points and victory.”

They 
apply equally to all nations, all 
colors, all: creeds. 

In substance, the Declaration of 
Human Rights is an enumeration 
of (some of) Catholicism’s age-old 
aspirations. The Declaration states 
that all men are entitled to certain 
civil rights, among which are free- 
dom of conscience, speech, press 
and assembly. It would protect 
the home from unlawful search and 
guard the family from arbitrary 
interference by the state. 


Under the aegis of the Declara- 
tion, innocent men would sleep in 
peace, secure in the knowledge 
that they would not be seized and 
carried off at night to prison or 
slave labor camps. Not only would 
fair judicial processes. be assured: 
but opportunity, as well as jus- 
tice, would be equally available to 
men of every shade of skin, every 
faith, every nationality. 


Acknowledge that peace cannot 
flourish in the barren soil of pover- 
ty and starvation, this remarkable 
Declaration sets forth certain es- 
sential economic and social rights. 
It calls on governments to main- 
tain conditions under which all 
citizens would be guaranteed the 
right to work and earn a living, 
and the opportunity to enjoy an 
education, 


The Declaration of Human 
Rights, if adopted by the United 
Nations, would impose a moral ob- 
ligation on the member states; but 
the Declaration is only the first 
part of an International Bill of 
Human Rights. The other part is 
called the Covenant. Unlike the 
Declaration, this document will be 
legally binding. It will be in 
treaty form, and signatory nations 
will be obligated to pass and en- 
force laws to comply with its pro- 
visions. 

A substantive draft of the Cov- 
enant already has been prepared. 
Recognizing that nations, like men, 
often fall short of their good in- 
tentions, the Covenant omits sev- 
eral of the civil rights contained 
in the Declaration and does not at- 
tempt to cover economic and social 
rights at all. . Nevertheless, the 
work thus far accomplished by the 
UN in this field is hailed by most 
Catholics as a good beginning. 


The immeasurable sacrifice of 
property, liberty and life made 
by Catholics in Europe, in defense 
of human rights, inspires the rest 
of us to continue their noble cru- 
sade with utmost vigor. With the 
possible exception of the Jews, no 
group suffered more outrageously 
at the hands of the Nazis than the 
Church and its faithful children. 
We need only recall the blasphemy 
in official German pronouncements, 
the violations of sanctified rela- 
tionships, both within the family 
and in the community at large, the 
hundreds of cathedrals defiled, the 
almost 2,000 Polish priests who 
died in a_ single concentration 
camp. Such crimes were not the 
ney havoc wreaked by unleash- 
ed brute force; they were part of 
a deliberate, carefully-planned 
campaign to destroy the Church, 
which had been the principal bul- 
wark against the paganism, the 
anti-Semitism, the terrorism and 
barberism of the Hitler regime. 

The world-wide assertion of hu- 
man rights by the United Nations 
is furthering the mission of the 
Church... Unfortunately, in con- 
trast to the United States Declara- 
tion of Independence, the actual 
wording of the United Nations De- 
claration is, in part, tax. Like the 
Virginia Bill of Rights, the United 
Nations Declaration says that “all 
human beings are* born free and 
equal” whereas the United States 
Declaration says that they are 
“created equal.” To be created is

As Christians we must 
pray that they will be endowed 
with wisdom and power from On 
High, so that God’s children every- 
where will be protected, not by 
ia law but God’s law—which is

In establishing the brotherhood 
of man as the cornerstone of peace, 
the International Bill of Human 
Rights conforms with the spirit 
of that beautiful peace envisioned 
by Pope Pius XII in 1945, “.. 
a peace which makes a genuine and 
determined attempt to eliminate or 
forestall those economic and social 
conditions which may easily lead 
again to armed conflict in the fu- 
ture as they have done in the past 
- . « & peace which will stand in 
history as marking a resolute 
trend in the vindication of human 
dignity and of order in freedom 
- « » & peace which, under God’s 
merciful. guidance, will lead us 
through temporal prosperty in such 
manner that we may not lose the 
happiness which is eternal.”

AVE you ever seen the fellows in the back of the church 
on Sundays—you know, the ones who are afraid to get 


into the church and actually sit in a pew 


during Mass? They

But ask him to ,! out loud 
in front of God and his family, an 
he backs out like a sheepish child. 


I have often wondered why this 
is. I don’t have an answer. But 
'I do have a remedy for the con- 
dition of congenital inability to 
bend the knee in prayer. 

Here in Washington where I live, 
a young ‘ady (note: it was a wo- 
man, not a man) got the idea one 
day for starting what has come 
to be called “The Block Rosary.” 
The idea is so simple it is start- 
ling. It doesn’t need a cash capi- 
tal to begin and there is no over- 
head once it is started. 

All this young woman did was 
to take her courage in both hands 
and call on all the neighbors in 
the block where she lived. She 
asked them, both Catholics and 
those not of the Faith, if they 
would join at her house each eve- 
ning during the month of October 
to say the Rosary for world peace 
and the conversion of Russia. 

These weren’t her intentions. 
They happened to be the intentions 
of the Holy Mother of God, 

At any rate, the idea was simple 
and effective and it worked. Some 
of the people in the block weren't 
Catholics, but they said that any 
kind of prayer for Russia and 
world peace sounded like a good 
idea to them, and they would be 
there. 

So the first night the Block Ros- 
ary started, people came into the 
house looking sort of self-consci- 
ous and a bit awkward. And then 
this young woman had one of the 
neighbor boys kneel down and say 
the Rosary. 

She made a little altar with a 
statue of the Blessed Virgin and 
some vigil lights and some flow- 
ers. On the little altar she put 
a booklet about the Rosary. [t 
contained the Mysteries, and the 
days on which they should be said. 
So if anybody forgot while he was 
leading the Rosary, a glance at 
the booklet would set him right. 

Some of those who were not 
Catholics asked if they could have 
rosaries too, and the young wo- 
man got some for them. Soon they 
too learned the prayers and were 
saying the beads with a right good 
will, 

Some of them even wanted to 
find out more about the Church as 
a result of these sessions together. 

Now the funny thing about this 
Block Rosary idea is that a good 
proportion of men attended every 
night. There was an average of 
about thirty people there each eve- 
ning, and I’d say that about a 
third were men. Then of course 


there were the women and kids 
of all ages. 
At first it was like drawing 


teeth to get the men to lead the 
prayers. And then after one or 
two brave souls proved that you 
wouldn’t necessarily drop dead if 
you led the Rosary, others finally 
came forward and offered to say 
it. 

At the end of October, the people 
came to this young lady and asked 
if the Block Rosary couldn’t be 
continued. They wanted more of 
it and felt they’d miss it if it 
were stopped. So the decision of 
the neighbérs was that they would 
continue saying the Rosary togeth- 
er once a week; the rest of the 


Rosary in their own homes. Then 
they decided that in months like 
October and May they would say 
the Block Rosary together again. 

The idea is so good and so sim- 
ple that it is spreading to other 
communities here in Washington 
and in other cities as well. : 

But the thing 1 want to stress 
here is that it not only is spread- 
ing, but that it is a means of get- 
ting men to pray and admit they’re 
praying. It’s getting men to give 
an example to their families,

Decency, the Bishops’ Committee 
on Motion Pictures reported to the 
annual meeting of the Archbishops 
snd Bishops of the United States. 

The increase in the “B” movies, 
produced from November 1947 to 
the same period this year, the re- 

rf said, was due in a large 
measure to the augmented impor- 
ation of foreign films. 

The report said that during the 
vear a total of 451 feature moviss 
were reviewed by the Legion of 
Decency. They were classified as 
follows: “A-1,” morally unob- 
ctionable for general patronage, 
14 or 35.58 per cent; “A-2,” 
morally unobjectionable for adults, 


188 or 41.69 per cent; “B,” morally 
objectionable in part for all, 82 or 
18.18 per cent, and “C,” condemn- 
ed, seven or 1.55 per cent.

Rochester — (NC)—Miss Eliza- 
beth Bentley was baptized in the 
Anglican Church, the Catholic 
Courier Journal, Rochester dioces- 
an weekly, has learned. Her mo- 
ther was a member of that com- 
munion, and her father was the son 
of a Baptist minister, the convert 
explained. 


Miss Bentley lived here with her 
family from 1923 to 1929. She 
said that despite being baptized an 
Anglican, she usually attended 
“the nearest Protestant church” 
without regard for its denomina- 
tion. In Rochester this was the 
Third Presbyterian Church. 


It was while she was finishing 
work for a master’s degree at Co- 
lumbia University in 1935 that she 
became involved in communism, 
Miss Bentley told the Courier 
Journal. She said that after she 
left Rochester and during’ the 
period she worked with the com- 
munists she had no religious affilia- 
tion. 


When she broke with commua- 
ism in 1945, she decided again to 
seek some religious tie. Describ- 
ing herself as “one not knowing 
where to go and one grabbing for 
sanctuary,’ she joined the Angli- 
can church and was confirmed in it 
in 1946. 


But her Anglican membership 
did not “satisfy” her, she explain- 
ed further, and finally she ap- 
proached Louis F. Budenz, her for- 
mer communist friend who had re- 
turned to Catholicism, and told him 
that she had made up her mind to 
enter the Catholic Church, a step 
she had been pondering ever since 
her break with communism. 

These faets were brought to light 
in an exclusive interview with Miss 
Bentley, obtained by Msgr. John 
S. Randall, ng editor of 
The Catholic Journal, and 
published as a co ted article 
in that paper.
